It was the way in Normandy, 1nd from 
thence brought hither, when any Earl 
or great Man found himſelf grieved by 
another, injured, or highly affeonted, 
they frequently got together all their 
Men at Arms, their other Tenants, and 
poor. Dependants, and as much Ailt- 
ſtance from their Fiiends and Confede- 
rates as they could, and burnt one ano- 
thers Caftles or Houſes, deſtroyed their 
Lands and ſmall Territories, and carried 
away the Inhabitants Viiſoners. The 
Norman Hiltories abound with theſe 
Stories. Ordericus Vitals, in the Lives 
of Rufw, Henry 1. and this King Ste- 
phen eſpecially, hath many Relations of 
ſuch inhumane Ravages. And even at 
this very time, the Norman Comman- 
ders and Soldiers, and other Foreigners, 
as well of Maud't, as Stephen's Party, 
practiſed the ſame Barbarities in this 
Nation : The Country, or Husbandrffen, 
ſuch as ploughed and ſawed, fuch as 
cultivated Towns and Vikpges, and the 
Inhabitants thereof, werEgiven to the 
Soldiers as their Wages, Wd were ſol 
with their Goods and Sublfance.

£'/ſior,, and nothing elſe, 

4. The Matter was fo high, the Lords 
could not anſwer it, nor enter into Com- 
munication thereof, without the King's 
Command, Agrecment, and Aﬀent. 

$. The King conſented, and prayed 
..and commanded the.Lords to ſearch and 
Find out what might be oppoled to.the 
Duke's Claim and Litle. 

6. They lent .for the Judges, to. ad- 
viſe what might be ſaid againſt the 
Duke, to fortifie the King's Right. 

7. The Juilges excuſed themſelves, for
